A bitter denunciation of Nazi control of 
the Church in Germany has been issued by 
the “ Fighting Parson ’’—Dr. Niemoeller, 
of Dahlem, a former U-boat commander— 


who is one of the foremost opponents of á 
State-run German Evangelical Church. 
He has already once been arrested for 


his violent criticism of Government action. 

Now he has published a pamphlet setting 

forth in strong language his condemnation 

of Government “ interference ” in religious 

matters. ‘‘ A Church based on political 
rinciples,” he declares, ‘“‘is no longer 
ree to live up to the Gospel.” 

A pastoral letter adopted by the Fulda 
conference of German Catholic bishops, 
which was read in all Catholic churches, 
emphasises that the Catholic Church has 
not abasdoned its Opposition to the 
sterilisation laws of the Nazi State.

HE vital meeting of the Executive Com- 

mittee of the Radical Socialist Party 
opened this afternoon in a somewhat 
turbulent atmosphere with the election of 
M. Deladier as new party President, in 
succession to M. Herriot. . The vote, which 
was taken after M. Herriot had repeated 
that he was not a candidate, was virtually 
unanimous. M. Herriot was, however, 
appointed Honorary President of the party 
amid acclamation. 

At a meeting of the Presidents and 
Federation Secretaries this morning a 
resolution approving the resignation of the 
Radical Socialist members of the Cabinet 
was adopted by 42 votes to 14. It is 
unlikely, however, that these resignations 
will come into effect before M. Laval 
returns from the League Council meeting 
at Geneva, especially as M. Herriot 1s ex- 
pected to urge the dangers of any Minis- 
terial crisis at this moment. 

No decision about the resignation of the 
Radical Socialist Ministers was taken at 
the end of the meeting of the. Executive 
Committee this evening. The Committee 
declined to take the responsibility of order- 
ing them to leave the Laval Cabinet. Thus, 
although M. Herriot will leave his post as 
Minister of State next week, others may 
hesitate to do the same. The responsi- 
bility now lies with each Minister per. 
sonally. The only two who might follow 
in M. Herriot’s footsteps are MM, Bonnet 
and Bertrand. The expected Cabinet 
Ea is thus postponed at least for some 

ays.

Irish Poet in India 


Thirty years ago the name of James H. 
Cousins was one of the most prominent in 
literary and political circles in Dublin; 
to-day it is equally prominent in India. 
The Maharajah of Travancore has recently 
given it even greater prominence by the 
conferment upon the poet of the Pandit’s 
Shawl in recognition of his learning ; and 
thos, apparently, is a very high honour, 
indeed, in India. For the past twenty years 
Dr. Cousins has resided in India, where he 
has engayed in teaching and writing, and 
was for six years Director of Studies at 
the chief Theosophist College in Madras, 
but is now principal of a college in 
Southern India. He has the honour of 
heing the first foreigner upon whom the 
University of Tokyo conferred its Doc- 
torate in Literature, but from 1894 to 1912 
he took a leading part in the Irish Lite- 
rary Reviva).

Sir,+The appeal published in your issue of 
Saturday from representatives of the un- 
employed ought not to fall on deaf ears. It 
is beyond question true that thousands of our 
fellow-citizens are at present living on weekly 
incomes which come perilously close to starva- 
tion level, and that, too, in most miserable 
homes during the hardest winter Dublin has 
known for many years. 

We who have food, clothing and warm 
fires for our families ought to be asking our- 
selves and our rulers, civic and national, 
whether the assistance given from public 
sources |is 45 much as it is right and possible 
to allow. 

I have before me the official statement of 
what is| done in Manchester, sent me by an 
Irishman, who, after a lifetime’s service in 
the police force there, now represents the 
ward where he was sergeant, and is specially 
concerned with the administration of relief. 

The scales are as follows: A family on out- 
door relief receives for a man and wife 18s. per 
week, with 3s. extra for each child, Se ac 
with a gum (not exceeding 10s. weekly) equal 
to the amount paid for rent. For widows the 
amount) is 19s. per week plus ós. for each 
child and rent as above. The total must not, 
however, exceed the man’s normal earnings 
when inh work. Last year I was informed 
by the very courteous official in charge of our 
Dublin relief that we have no fixed scale, but 
that no family need starve in Dublin. Yet 
one of our city magistrates at Christmas time 
called attention to a case where only the 
action of a Civic Guard prevented starvation 
from coming true. 

I now venture to ask our authorities how 
our present practice compares with the scales 
of Manchester. Manchester is, no doubt, 
richer ic Lancashire industry has been 
terribly| hard-hit), but the cost of living is, 
I believe, at least as high here as there. Cheap 
beef and milk for infants help our poor, 
indeed ;| but is not coal, just now so vital, 
dearer a us?

And Ger- 
many buys no Insh goods to speak of; so that 
we cannot pay for German or Polish coal. 
Furthermore, Germany knows it, and, in the 
coal ‘‘ cartel,”’ has, I believe, agreed not to 
sell to Ireland. 

[ have no up-to-date statistics to quote 
from, but I think that I am right in saying 
that 90 per cent. of our export trade is to 
England; and, in practi politics, that 
means that we have to buy about the same 

roportion of our imports from England. We 
ha no means of paying for bulk purchases 
from anyone else. In spite of the Govern- 
ment’s early boasti about alternative 
markets, they have had to confess that these 
do not exist—as any man experienced in 
international trade could have told them at 
once. 
Unfortunately, the Government is composed 
of people who have had no practical experi- 
ence of business on a large scale, and who had 
to begin to learn when they took office, 
while the egg | has had to pay for their 
education. Mr. de Valera, in particular, has 
shown the most lamentable ignorance of the 
principles of exchange in his former speeches. 

In plain language, we had to put our pride 
in our ket; go to England and ask to be 
papplied with coal, offering the only thing we 
can in exchange—cattle. And no Government 
of the Free State—Fianna Fáil or Fine Gael 
—will be able to do anything else. Then, 
what sense is there in carrying on the

Sports-Racers 


HERE has been some more heart- 
burning over the sports car race sub- 
stituted for the French Grand Prix. It 
seems that the regulations do not prevent 
racing cars fitted up as sports machines, 
with headlights and wings, but just as 
fast as ever, from taking part; and the 
French Club is now being urged to add a 
minimum weight restriction rule to pre- 
vent the participation of the exception- 
ally light Grand Prix cars in camouflaged 
trim. 

Trouble has also arisen over the re- 
quirement that private entries may be 
made only with the consent of the car 
manufacturers concerned. It appears 
that some manufacturers have refused to 
sanction the entries. of cars modified by 
private owners, suggesting that those 
owners should buy new cars. Can this be 
true? Such an attitude is at the other 
end of the scale from sportsmanship. 

The French, of course, are peculiar. I 
was at the French motor cycle champion- 
ship races at Montlhéry and the names of 
the machines of amateur riders were not 
given in the programme. They appeared 
as “ independent.” 
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“My. Word! ”’ 


CROSS-CHANNEL motoring paper 
had an amusing. article recently 
upon the big words used in ‘connection 
with German motor sport. There was 
nothing quite 90 weighty, however, as 
“ Gefahrenwahrscheinlichkeit,’”” which, I 
am told, is used in Frankfurt to indicate 
‘probability of danger.” In the same 
town ‘‘ Kraftwagenhalle’’ has been sub- 
stituted for garage and ‘‘ Grosskraft- 
wagen ” for omnibus. There is a proposal 
to have these genuine German words used 
throákaid the Reich in preference to the 
foreign words which served in the past. 


Suspended Licences 


— governing bodies at various times 
have discussed the question of whether 
or not a man whose driving licence is sus- 
pended is eligible to compete in motoring 
competitions, particularly in races where 
the roads are closed to public traffic. At 
once it may be stated that a man without 
a driving licence may not compete in a 
trial or rally. A road race is different. 

In the Isle of Man and in Ulster—I am 
not sure about the Free State—men whose 
driving licences were under suspension 
have taken part in races and the authori- 
ties raised nó objection. There was a case 
in the Free State where a District Justice 
in suspending a man’s driving licence said 
he must not race for a year. The District 
Justice, of course, had absolutely no right 
to make such an order, but the Motor 
Cycle Union thought the easiest. Way out 
for it was to refuse any entries made in 
the man’s name. | 

This is a matter which may arise again, 
and it is useful to record the following new 
General Competition Rule on the same 
subject which has been made by the Royal 
Automobile Club, the governing body of 
car sport in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland:— a 

“The granting and holding of an Inter- 
national Competition -Licence issued by 
the R.A.C. is conditional upon the appli- 
cant at the time of application being in 
possession of a current driving licence— 
i.e., to drive a motor vehicle in Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland. Should at 
any time the holder of an International 
Competition Licence be deprived of his 
driving licence, the said Competition 
Licence shall become null and void, and 
shall thereupon be surrendered to the 
R.A.C, 

‘“Upon such surrender, however, the 
licencee may appeal to the Competitions 
Committee of the Club to consider the 
fatts leading up to the cancellation of his 
driving licence, with a view to the re- 
issue of his Competition Licence. 
same right of appeal shall also. be avail- 
able to any applicant for a Competition 
Licence who at the time of his application 
is not in possession of a driving Jicence.’’

S PECIAL prayers for the recovery of the

After the sermon at the Morning Service 
at Westminster Abbey there was a minute’s 
silence while the congregation prayed for 
the restoration of the King’s health.

Through peace 
and war, through hope and fear, poverty 
and wealth, he had laboured.

When they 
remembered the amazing resilience of the 
King in his last illness they had grounds 
for hope. 

The Princess Alice (Countess of Athlone) 
and the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha were among the large congrega- 
tion at Westminster Abbey last night to 
pray in silence for the King’s recovery. 

After receiving the offertory, and imme- 
diately before the Blessing, the Dean of 
Westminster walked to the top of the 
chancel steps, and asked the congregation 
to kneel in silence, and pray in their own 
words for the King, the Queen and the 
Royal physicians. In doing so, he said: 
““ We shall, in our prayers, respond to that 
appeal which His Majesty made to us at 
Christmas time, when he asked us to 
regard ourselves as members of his great 
family.”’ 

Special prayers were offered at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, and at evensong Canon 
S. A. Alexander devoted his sermon to a 
review of the reign and a tribute to the 
King.

It was announced late last night 
that a meeting of the Privy Council 
— be held at Sandringham House 
to-day. 


The Home Secretary (Sir John 
Simon), the Lord President of the 
Council, the Lord Chancellor and 
Sir Maurice Hankey (Clerk to the 
Council) have been summoned to 
Sandringham House for this pur- 
pose, uas will arrive, it is ex- 
pected, some time during the morn- 
ing. 

The Council meeting is expected 
to take place in a room adjacent to 
that in which the King lies, and the 
business of the meeting will be to 
appoint Counsellors of State to act 
for the King during his illness. 


This news came as a sudden sur- 
prise, following upon the arrival of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury at 
Sandringham earlier in the even- 
ing. 


The Press Association was given to 
understand that the meeting of the Privy 
Council to set up a Council of State should 
not necessarily 4 regarded as an indica- 
tion that there is any grave change, or 
that any such change is expected in the 
King’s condition, but rather as meaning 
that the King’s illness is likely to be pro- 
longed. The Counsellors of State will be 


his illness, A similar step was taken 

during the King’s previous illness. 
During the King’s illness in 1928 and 

1929 the six Counsellors of State appointed 


were : — 

The Queen, the Prince of Wales, 

the Duke of York, the Archbishop of 

Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor (Lord 

Hailsham) and the Prime Minister 
(Mr. Baldwin). 

That Council of State was appointed at, 
perhaps, one of the most remarkable meet- 
ings of the Privy Council ever held. It 
was actually held in the audience chamber 
next to the King’s bedroom, the door 
leading into the bedroom being open. The 
Home Secretary (Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks) stood in the doorway and read the 
Order Paper, so that the King, in bed a 
few feet away, could be fully cognisant of 
the proceedings. 

His Majesty then signed the document 
in his own hand, 

In June, 1929, after the Labour Govern- 
ment had taken office, the places of Mr. 
Baldwin and Lord Hailsham were taken 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Sir John 
Sankey (later Lord Sankey). At that time 
the King, being convalescent, resumed 
many of the duties he had been forced to 
delegate to the Council. 

Other Privy Councillors who will be at 
Sandringham to-day are Lord Wigram, 
Lord Dawson of Penn and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and, when they return, 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
York, as well as the Duke of Kent. 

The King will hold the Council from 
his sick-bed, with the Counsellors as- 
sembled, probably in an adjoining and 
communicating room. 

The same procedure will be followed, 


and probable Counsellors of State 
include: 
The Queen, 


The Prince of Wales, 
The Duke of York, and 
The Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The Prime Minister and the Lord Chan- 
cellor are also likely to serve. 

This step was decided upon at Sand- 
ringham, with the King’s cognisance. 

The Counsellors will have the power to 
sign all State documents on behalf of the 
King. 

The last time the King held a Privy 
Council at Sandringham was when Mr. 
Anthony Eden was appointed Foreign 
Secretary two days before Christmas.

ENTHUSIASM AT ITALIAN 
: MOVE 


An account of the first phase of the 
Italian advance in Southern Abyssinia is 
¥iven in the following cable from Major 
J. S. Barnes. the Press 
Special Correspondent in Italian Somali- 
land, which was delayed by censor :— 

When the signal for the advance was 
given on Monday the whole of the Press 
Bureau went crazy with delight. All the 
Italian journalists wearing uniform 
wanted to join up with the units in the 
most advanced positions. They dashed 
out and attached themselves to the 
different columns. 

Trying to be reasonable, I determined 
to stay near the General Headquarters 
and the censor. On Monday evening, 
however, I discovered that headquarters 
and the censor had suddenly gone for- 
ward and that I was left alone. Having 
been rowed across to Juba, I joined with 
a crack mechanised cavalry column just 
as the engines were ticking over for the 
start. | 

After twelve’weary hours of dust, sweat 
and bumps, we arrived not: far from the 
General Headquarters, which had moved 
fifty miles forward from its previous posi- 
tion. The enemy were strongly en- 
trenched, barring the roads to Neghel, 
situated two hundred miles farther on. 

On Tuesday afternoon I witnessed a 
preliminary engagement, and we arg now 
awaiting the zero hour. The Italian 
objective is to dislodge the enemy and 
continue the lightning advance. The 
lorries formed a laager, and the Italians 
have just beaten off a night attack. 
Sniping, however, continues active. 


BOMBING DENIED 
ROME, Sunday. 


It is entirely untrue that an Ethiopian 
ambulance unit in the neighbourhood of 
Dessie, under the command of an English- 
man, has been bombed by Italian aero- 
planes, says an official statement, which 
that no Italian aeroplane has 
carried out bombings in the Dessie region 
since December 6th. 

The official statement also reasserts that 
the Ethiopians at Dessie, as elsewhere, 
continue to fly the Red Cross flag profusely 
and illegally. 

It was reported from Dessie ar Thursday 
that an Ethiopian ambulance unit under 
Major Burgoyne, an Englishman, situated 
at Waldia, midway between Dessie and 
Lake Ashangi, had been bombed heavily 
for an hour by three Italian Caproni 
machines. There were no casualties in the 
unit, but 14 persons were stated to have 
been killed and 35 wounded in the tows 
of Waldia. 


SECOND MONTH OF 
SANCTIONS 


Considerable attention was given in the 
papers yesterday to the end of the second 
month of sanctions, which, it is stated, 
finds Italy im an even stronger position 
than before, and which, according to the 
Popolo d’Italia—Mussolini’s own paper— 
has proved that “ Italy cannot be coerced, 
humiliated or suffocated.”’ 

In the meantime events here are wait- 
ing on Monday’s meeting of the League 
Council at Geneva, in which the Italian 
delegation will take part. The general 
opinion is that there will be no increase 
in the severity of sanctions, and the ques- 
tion of an embargo on oil is considered to 


be dead. 


The next meeting of the Italian Cabinet — 


is fixed for Thursday and the postponed 
Grand Council meeting for the following 
Monday. At the conclusion of both’ a 
communiqué may be expected dealing with 
the Italian attitude to whatever new situa- 
tion may arise over the result of the 
Geneva decision.

HAT a sinister movement directed 
7 against higher education in the Free 
State was being encouraged by the 
Government was the opinion expressed by 
Mr. John Bennett, M.A., headmaster of the 
High School, Dublin, who spoke at the 
annuail dinner of the High School Old 
Bovs’ Union, which was held in the clock- 
room last Saturday night.

In his position 
as a Fellow of Trinity College he met the 
boys who had attended tte High School, and 
he could assure them that they were well 
educated in every sense of the word, They 
were good scholars, and what was nearly 
more important—they were good men. 


A GREAT SCHOOL 


“We have here a great school, and we 
are justly proud of it. On looking back on 
the record of the old boys of our school we 
see a record second to that of no other 
school in Dublin.’’ 

Mr. Thrift said that it was an excellent 
thing that so many members of the Board 
of Governors were proper old boys of the 
school. 

In responding, Mr. Bennett, the head- 
master, said that no one had done so much 
work for the Old Boys’ Union as their 
chairman (Mr. 8S. W. Myers). 

The Board of Governors of the school had 
improved a lot; it was sometimes said that 
the race of headmasters also had improved. 
He supposed that the method of looking at 
headmasters had changed. A generation ago 
they had been looked upon as things which 
were not quite human—often they were con- 
sidered superhuman, but very often they 
were looked upon as sub-human. 

Dealing with the activities of the staff out- 
side their ordinary work, Mr. Bennett said 
that they had been trying bv every means 
to induce every boy to play Rugby football. 
Besides Rugbv the pupils had won successes 
in swimming and boxing, while their dramatic 
entertainment. had been patronised largely. 
Thev had been very successful in procuring 
posts for the boys who had left the schoo! 
and were entering business, while an increas- 
ine number of their students were entering 
Trinity College each year.

BODY TO BE EXHUMED 
From Oun CoRRESPONDENT. 


THURLES, Saturday. 

A request for the exhumation of the body 
of James Sargent (27), painter, Templemore, 
who died in Roscrea Fever Hospital last: Sep- 
tember, has been made to the Minister for 
Justice by the Tipperary County Registrar, 
on the direction of Circuit Court Judge Sealy. 

The direction was made as the result of a 
case which concluded at Thurles Circuit Court 
to-day, when the mother and ‘sister of the 
late James Sargent claimed compensation 
under the Workmen’s Contpensation Act from 
Messrs. Duggan Bros., building contractors, 
Templemore.. The point at issue in the case 
was whether Sargent died from lead poison- 
ing or meningitis 

In support of the claim Dr. G. Mitchel, 
Templemore, gave evidence that he had been 
treating the deceased man for lead poisonin 
for three weeks before he went to hospital, 
and also earlier in the year, Sargent, he 
said, had all the symptoms of lead poisoning. 
He was anemic, had a blue line inside his 
lips, and was generally weak. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sheilman, for the 
defence, witness said that he was not quite 
sure if he told Roscrea Hospital by telephone 
that it was a fever case he was sending. He 
labelled the case ‘‘ Not yet diagnosed.” 

Dr, Joseph Murray, medical officer, Roscrea 
Fever Hospital, stated that when he 
examined the patient he suspected typhoid.

““T saw the hodies of two of the plate- | 
layers,. They were terribly injured, and 
were lying in the four foot way on the up 
line. Between the two tracks I’came upon 
the headless trunk of a man, and on the 
outside of the down line there were two 
more  ‘mhutilated © bedies... Thev were 
reverently laid upon a 1ailway trolley, and 
the tragic, silent’ provespion began to 
Barkston Station. tach body was then 
placed into one of the waiting rooms, 
which was used as a mortuary. : 


THE CRASH 


“How the. crash came to occur is a 
mystery. -Apparently the ballast train 
had been slackened down to pick up some 
other workmen to go to a spot near 
Newark. When the two light engines 
appeared behind the. train the driver 
accelerated, but the engines crashed into 
the rear of the train, and, wrecking the | 
rear van, scattered the men over the track. 
The men in the front van of the train 
apparently felt a bump and thought that 
their train had run into something. They 
were thrown about, but were not hurt. 
The front of the train was brought to a 
standstill about half a mile away from 
where the crash occurred. Before it 
stopped several of the wagons turned over 
on to the line, one of them just as the 
train reached the platform.’

The following official statement was 
issued. -yesterday:—‘‘ The London and 
North-Fastern Railway Company regrets 
to state that an accident occurred at 
Barkston Junction, near Grantham, at 
6.15 am yesterday, in which it is feared 
that five employés lost their lives and 
seven employes were injured. 

“Two light engines coupled together, 
and proceeding northward on the main 
line ran into the rear of a ballast: train 
which had previously left Grantham, First 
aid and rescue work was carried out rmme- 
diately, and breakdown gangs conimenced 
the task of clearing the main lines, both 
of which had been blocked by the accident. 

“ The up main line was cleared at 11.30 
a.m., and trains proceeding in the 
direction of London are being worked over 
this line. North-bound trains are being 
diverted at Grantham on to the Notting- 
ham line, via Allington Junction, and are 
rejoining the main line at Barkston East 
Junction until such time as the down main 
line is cleared. The cause of the mishap 
is under investigation.” 


TERRIFIC IMPACT 


The gang of platelayers on the ballast 
train were to carry out relaying operations 
on the main line. More men were to be 
picked up at Barkston, and the driver was 
slowing down. On reaching a bridge 
three-quarters of a mile from Barkston a 
messenger from a signal box told the 
‘driver to accelerate as the two light 
engines were immediately behind him. 
The crash occurred almost directly after- | 
wards.

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MR. CHARLES McGARRY 
By the death of Mr. Charles J. McGarry, 


LL.D., for 34 years associated prominently 
with the Public Records Office, Dublin, the 
Irish Public Service has lost a valued 
member, and a wide community of friends 
are the poorer.

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ENGLISH SCHOOLS ACT 
STATEMENT BY DR, 


DOWNEY 


Opening the new school of Our Lady of 
Lourdes at Birkdale yesterday, the Arch- 
bishop of Liverpool (Dr. Downey) said that 
in Liverpool there were fifty-two Catholic 
schools, providing 43,949 places with 42,665 
children on the books. Many of the schools 
were quite full, and the retention of children 
up to the age of fifteen years would mean 
that another 4,500 places would be needed— 
the equivalent of five new schools. 

‘‘Manifestly it is beyond our slender 
financial resources to carry out these costly 
reforms,’ added Dr. Downey. ‘‘ The Govern. 
ment proposes to aid us by permitting the 
local education authority to give ad hoc 
grants of from fifty to seviddie ve per cent. 
for a term of three years, on condition that 
we waive for ever our statutory right to the 
appointment of teachers. It will be noticed, 
in the first place, that the proposal is to 
permit, not to bind, local authorities te give 
the grants. Should an unsympathetic local 
authority prove unreasonable, there: is no 
appeal from their decision, and consequently 
no grants. Furthermore, the grants are tem- 
porary, and do not apply to new schools other 
than senior Hadow schools. In return for 
these grants we are told that, on the lines of 
the Trevelyan proposals, ‘there is to be a 
certain extension of public control over the 
ie aon and dismissal of teachers.’ ”

A school of mime and ballet, with an Irish 
bias; was how Miss Sarah Payne, who is 
soon to open a school of dancing in Dublin, 
described her project at a reception in the 
Gresham Hotel on Saturday.

Money is being lost hand over fist throug 
those constant breaks, and racing is living 
from hand to mouth. 
I see a great deal being written about the 
hardships of steeplechase jockeys in these 
days when there is no racing, and there is 
no doubt that some of them’ are having a 
thin time; but I will not for a moment 
subscribe to the suggestion that jockeys 
who ride under National Hunt rules are 
the poor, deserving, underpaid batch of men 
they are made out to be. 
I daresay there are several who do not 
earn much in the course of a season. I am 
not writing unkindly when I say that some 
of them earn as much as they are worth. 
I do not know a single good horseman that 
can ride well over hurdles and over a country 
who has not opportunities of earning a good 
livelihood. 


They Have Opportunities 


They do not make as much as Gordon 
Richards or anything like it, because the 
prizes to be won under National Hunt rules 
are small as compared with those offered 
under the Rules of Racing, and, con- 
sequently, percentages and presents do not 
work out so well, but they have oppor- 
tunities. 

The unfortunate W. Speck, who was killed 
last vear, was still a young jockey, but his 
will was proved at a sum of nearly £20,000, 
all accumulated in the space of a little over 
ten years.

MOTOR CYCLING 
INTER-CENTRE 
CONFERENCE 


NEW CHAMPIONSHIP 
RULE 


+. 


Matters of administrative detail rather than 
of principal engaged the attention of the 
annual conference of the Motor Cycle Union 
of Ireland on Saturday evening. The con- 
ference was held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, and 
each of the centres was represented by six 
voting delegates. 

Following the report of the registrar of the 
Inter-Club Reliability Championship, im 
which Mr. H. C. Brown offered a number of 
suggestions for the future conduct of the com- 
petition, the conference decided to continue 
the competition in 1936 on approximately the 
same lines as in previous years, A suggestion 
by the Ulster centre to reduce the number of 
trials that count in the championship to seven 
in each centre was, after a lengthy discussion, 
withdrawn, and it was agreed that the same 
eight trials in each centre as last year should 
count, 

A new rule to the effect that if a champion 
ship trial has been started, and for any reason 
abandoned or postponed, it shall not count for 
the championship, if subsequently re-run, led 
to the nomination of a reserve trial in each 
centre. The reserve trial in the Southern 
centre will be the winter trial of the Dublin 
and District Club, and, in the North, the 
President’s Cup trial of the Ulster Club. In 
future years the leading man in the individual 
table of the championship is to receive a prize. 
A matter that had a bearing on the cham- 
pionship was a proposal of the Southern 
centre, to run an annual competition to be 
known as the Experts’ Trial. It did not 
commend itself to the conference, and, as. un- 
animinity was not likely to be secured, the 
proposal was withdrawn. 

A new rule was adopted, following a recent 
Southern trial in which a competitor was 
towed to the finish, that in future a vehicle 
taking part in a road race or the road sections 
of a trisl must not be moved, otherwise than 
by its own power, the muscular power of its 
driver or its passenger, or some natural cause, 
such as the force of gravity. 

The possibility of reviving the competition 
between the two centres of the union was 
discussed, and the matter was referred to the 
General Executive Committee for considera- 
tion. 

The report presented by Mr, G. A. Savage, 
the hon. secretary, reviewed the activities of 
the union during the last year, and referred 
with satisfaction to the report presented to 
the F.I.C.M. by the international stewards 
regarding the manner in which the Grand 
Prix of Europe had been carried out by the 
Ulster M.C.C. It was also pointed that, for 
the third year in succession, the proportion 
of gold medals won by the Irish team in 
the International Six Days’ Trial exceeded 
that of any other country. 

The conference decided that Ireland should 
again be represented in this competition, the 
centres having agreed to join in assisting by 
a subscription of £12 each. With a view of 
ensuring an early selection of the team or 
teams, the Registrar of the Inter-Club 
Championship was empowered to take the 
necessary steps to ascertain the names of 
the riders who would be prepared to go to 
Germany this year. 

It being the turn of the Ulster Centre to 
nominate the President for the year, Mr. 
. H. Wright was named for the position, 
and elected. Mr. Savage was re-elected 
honorary secretary and Mr. H. C. Brown 
was re-elected honorary registrar of the inter- 
club championship. The Ulster Centre 
nominated Messrs. Wright, F. P. Johnston 
and M. Wilson as their representatives on the 
General Executive and Appeals Committee, 
and the Southern Centre representatives will 
be Messrs. T. W. Murphy, J. Irvine and A.

SANDWICH OR SUPPER? 


In the Dublin District Court on Saturday, 
before Mr. G. P. Cussen, D.J., an applica- 
tion was made on behalf of the Metropole 
Restaurant, O’Connell street, for an exemp- 
tion of the spirit licence from the fixed hours 
for a dance to be held on January 21st. 

Inspector O'Callaghan, who opposed the ap- 
plication on behalf of the Guard authorities, 
said that he visited the restaurant at 12.45 on 
the morning of the Ist inst. while a dance 
was going on. In a room known as the smoke- 
room there was a number of people who were 
not having supper, and who were having 
drink. He brought this under the notice of | 
Mr. Wall, and he said that it often happened 
that people got sandwiches with a drink in- 
stead of supper. 

Mr. Cuasen said that he regarded this as a 
deliberate breach of the undertaking that was 
given when the extension of the lhcence was 
granted for a dance in question. The under- 
taking was that no drink should be supplied 
hetween 11 p.m. and 2 a.m., except at supper. 
To suggest that a person sitting down in a 
room and taking only sandwiches and spirits 
was having supper was absurd. 

Mr. W. P. ais for the applicanta, 
said that the breach alluded to occurred 
vwing to a misapprehension, and he under- 
took that in future no drink would be served 
during prohibited hours, except at supper, in 
rooms set apart for the serving of supper. 

Mr. Cussen said that the breach of the un- 
dertaking was a very grave one, but he 
granted the exemption now applied for, 
subject to an understanding that drink would 
be served only at supper, and that the rooms 
in which supper would be served should be 
set out on the exemption order.
